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An Unfair Burden 


We have before contended in these col- 
umns that, while the commendable job of 
extending Alberta’s paved road program is 
pursued with all rapidity, the gravel roads 
not immediately hard-surfaced should not 
be neglected. Too often ,this is the case. 
And in the case of the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon the policy of neglected gravelled 
highways is making for an extra burden on 
the ratepayers of this municipality. 

In fact ,no part of the oil development 
program in the Redwater field—so_ profit- 
able to the promoters and the government 
is in any way a boon to the taxpayers. A 
creat deal of the oil development is taking 
place within the Municipal District of Smoky 
Lake, and so the Sturgeon District is de- 
prived of much revenue around Redwater. 
The oil companies have established their big 
refineries——lucrative sources of tax revenue 

in the Strathcona Municipal District, and 


about all that Sturgeon is left with are miles 
of rutted roads, that used to be good high- 
wavs. The Provincial roads are so bad that 
truckers and others use the Municipal roads 
wherever possible and so they too are be- 
coming rutted and worn, nearly unfit for 
traffic 


The solution to this problem, of course, 


is for the Province to get busy at once with 
a hard surface road connecting Redwater 
with Fort Saskatchewan trail. Then it can 


be expected traffic will keep to the paved 
highway and spare the gravelled municipal 
roads 

It isn’t right that ratepayers in the Muni 
cipal District of Sturgeon, forced to pay

Restrictions End 
On U.S. Dollars 


Canadian residents will, in fu- 
ture, be able to obtain permits 
to spend any reasonable amounts 
of U.S. dollars for all types of 
bona fide travel expenditures in 
the United States, it was an- 
nounced this week by the Min- 
ister of Finance. The limitation 
on pleasure travel expenditures 
to $150 in a 12-month period, 
which has been the rule since 
November, 1947, will no longer 
apply. 

A Form H travel permit must 
still be obtained and surrender- 
ed to Customs at the time of 
leaving Canada if a travellor is 
taking out of Canada more than 
$50 in U-S. funds or more than 
a total of $100 in both U.S. and 
Canadian funds. Banks and other 
agents of the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board will, however, be 
authorized to approve Form H 
permits for amounts up to $500 
per trip for business travel and 
up to a total of $500 during the 
calendar year for travel for other 
purposes. 

Applications for larger 
amounts may be referred to the 
Board and will normally be ap- 
proved for genuine travel expen- 
ditures in any reasonable 
amounts, having regard to the 


duration of the proposed jour-"

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of the Town of 
St. Albert as follows: 

1. The Town of St. Albert hereby grants to Northwestern Utilities 
Ltd. the special franchise which the Memorandum of Agreement hereto 
attached and marked as Schedule “A” purports to grant to it, subject 
nevertheless to all the covenants, conditions, provisos, restrictions, 
penalties, and other terms set forth in the said agreement. 

2. Upon the final passing of this By-Law the Mayor and the 


Secretary-Treasurer of the Town of St. Albert are hereby authorized 
and empowered to execute for and on behalf of the said Memorandum 
of Agreement, a |copy of which is attached hereto and marked 
Schedule “A” to this By-Law.

MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT made this 
day of ,A.D.19 BETWEEN: 


THE TOWN OF ST. ALBERT 


in the Province of Alberta, (hereinafter called ‘‘the Town’) 
OF THE FIRST PART 


—_—a 


NORTHWESTERN UTILITIES, LIMITED, 


a body corporate having its head office at the City of Edmonton, in the 
Province of Alberta, (hereinafter called “the Company’’), 
OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS the Town and the Company propose to enter 
into a contract in respect of the supplying by the Company to 
the Town and the inhabitants thereof of such natural gas as 
they may require; 

NOW IT IS MUTUALLY COVENANTED AND AGREED 


by and between the parties hereto as follows:-— 


1. The Company agrees on or before the 31st day of December, 
1951, to provide the Town and the inhabitants thereof with a supply of 
natural gas, and the Town hereby grants to and confers upon the 
Company, its successors and assigns, a special franchise to supply 
natural gas to the Town and the inhabitants thereof for the term of 
twenty (20) years from the said 3lst day of December, 1951, or from 
such earlier date as the Company may commence to supply natural gas 
pursuant to this agreement, subject to the renewal of the said franchise 
or to the purchase by the Town of the Company’s plant and equipment 
as hereinafter provided; 

PROVIDED that the Council of the Town shall have power to 
extend the time for the prevision by the Company of the said supply 
of natural gas beyond the said 3lst day of December, 1951, on good 
cause shown by the Company; 

PROVIDED FURTHER that should the Company at any time prior 
to the said 31st day of December, 1951, conclude that it cannot for any 
reason undertake the work necessary to perform this agreement the 
Company will forthwith notify the Town in writing of such conclusion 
and upon such notification being given this agreement shall forthwith 
be cancelled, determined and at an end. 

2. The Town hereby grants the Company, its successors and as- 
signs, subject to the terms, conditions and provisions herein contained, 
the full right, power and liberty to use, break up, dig, trench and ex- 
cavate in the public streets, roads, squares, lanes, alleys and (or) other 
public highways or places of the Town and otherwise do such work 
therein as may from time to time be required to locate, construct, lay, 
operate, maintain, rcpair, renew, extend, relay ,and (or) remove the 
pipe lines of the Company necessary to be installed for the purposes of 
this agreement. 

3. It is understood and agreed that the said pipe lines shall be 
located in the lanes and alleys rather than in the streets and main 
throughfares of the Town when reasonably practicable and where the 
cost of so doing will not be unreasonably great. 

4 A plan of the original distribution system showing the proposed 
location of the said pipe lines as aforesaid shall be first submitted to 
the Town and approved by the Council of the Town. 


5 In respect of subsequent extensions of its distribution system, 
the Company agrees that a plan showing the location of the proposed 
extensions shall be first submitted to and approved of by any person 
or persons appointed by the Council of the Town for that purpose the 
Company shall give notice to the person or persons so appointed as 
aforesaid of its intention to open or break up any of the public streets, 
roads, squares, lanes, alleys and (or) other public highways or places 
in the Town not less than two days before the beginning of such 
work, except in cases of emergency arising from defects or breaking 
of the pipe or other works, when immediate notice shall suffice. 

6. The Company agrees with the Town that it wiil do as little 
damage as possible in the execution of the powers hereby granted, 
and will cause as little obstructions as possible during the progress 
of the work and at all other times and will restore the streets, high- 
ways, lanes, and other places hereinbefore described within the limits 
of the Town to a state of repair as nearly as possible equal to their 
former state. 

7. The Company further agrees that it will protect and indemnify 
the Town against any damages or expenses in connection with the 
execution of the powers hereby granted and from and against all 
claims, demands and actions by third persons in respect of damages 
sustained by reason of any operations of the Company in relation to 
its undertaking. 

8. Before the Town makes any repairs or alterations to any of its 
public services, the repairs or alterations of which may in any way 
affect any of the Company’s pipe lines, plant or equipment, the Town 
shall give the Company thirty days’ notice in writing, except in cases 
where the repairs or alterations by the Town are required to be im- 
mediately done, when any notice shall suffice. The Company shall 
thereupon be entitled to appoint a representative to supervise such 
repairs and alterations and so long as the reasonable directions of the 
Company's representative are complied with the Town shall be free 
from all liability in connection with any damage done by reason of 
such repairs or alterations. 

9. The Company shall during the term of the said franchise supply 
as much natural gas as may be required by the said Town and/or its 
inhabitants within the limits of the Town when the places or buildings 
to be supplied there are situated on land lying along the line of any 
distribution lines of the Company. The property line shall be the place 
of delivery of all natural gas supplied to the customers in the Town. 
The Company shall also install a meter suitably located on the cus- 
tomer’s premises, the said meter to be owned and supplied without 
charge by the Company and be installed at a location to be determined 
by the Company. The expense and risk of utilizing and using such 
natural gas after delivery at the said property line shall be borne by 
the customer. 

10 The By-law of the Town authorizing the execution of the 
within franchise agreement shall be submitted to a vote of the propri- 
etary electors as provided by the Town and Village Act, and_ shall 
become binding on the Town only upon ratification of the said By-law 
by two thirds of the Said proprietary electors voting thereon, provided 
that when the said franchise agrement shall have so become binding, 
the Town will, at the request and at the expense of the Company join 
with Company, in and give its support to, an application to the Legis- 
lature validating the said franchise agreement. 

11. The monthly rates which the Company will charge the Town 
and/or the inhabitants thereof for natural gas sold to and within the 
Town shall be set out in the following schedule, viz:

(1) A Fixed Monthly Charge of $20.00 plus an additional monthly 
charge of $1.00 per 1,000 cubic feet of maximum 12 hour demand as 
hereinafter defined, and a Consumption Charge of 18¢ per M.C.F. for 
the first 1,000 M.C_F. of gas consumed per month, and 15c per M.C.F.

(2) The said High Load Factor Rate shall be available only on

(3 The maximum 12 hour demand shall be the greatest amount 
of gas in cubic feet delivered in any 12 consecutive hours during the 
current billing period or the preceding 11 billing periods, as ascertained 
by the Company. In the case of a new consumer of gas, the said 
maximum 12 hour demand shall be estimated by the Company. The 
Company will upon receipt of a written request from a Consumer, install 
a recording meter to measure the said maximum 12 hour demand. In 
such event the maximum 12 hour demand established for the current 
period or for the previous 11 billing periods whether ascertained by 
the Company as aforesaid or as measured by the said recording meter, 
shall apply. Provided, however, that the company may with the consent 
of the Consumer estimate the maximum 12 hour demand taking into 
consideration such factors as the effect of the Consumer's demands 
for gas upon the Company's peak load or any other relevant factor. 

(4) The said High Load Factor Rate shall apply from year to 
year to those Consumers applying therefor, subject to any Order from 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners and subject to termination 
by either party upon the giving to the other party of 30 days’ notice 
of termination in writing prior to the expiration of any contract year, 
and at the termination of such year, the contract shall thereupon term- 
inate. 

(5) The “Rules and Regulations” of the Company as approved 
and amended by the Board of Public Utility Commissioners from time 
to time shall form part of and apply to all contracts entered into pur- 
suant to this High Load Factor Rate notwithstanding anything herein 
contained, but in the event of any contradiction or ambiguity the terms 
hereof shall prevail. 

PROVIDED, however, that the Company may sell natural gas to 
the Town and/or the inhabitants thereof at rates lower than those set 
out in the said rate schedules in cases where the quantity of consump- 
tion, load factor, and/or off peak demand warrant it in so doing. 

12. The Town agrees that it will not, for a period of twenty years 
(20) grant to any other person, firm or corporation the right to lay pipes 
in its public strets, roads, squares, lanes, alleys and other public high- 
ways or places for the purpose of supplying natural gas to or in the 
Town for any purpose, so long as the Company supplies to the town and 
the inhabitants thereof their reasonable requirements of natural gas. 

13. It is further agreed that at the expiration of the term hereof 
this contract may be renewed for a period not exceeding ten (10) years 
(and so on from time to time) with such alterations, if any, as may be 
agreed upon by the parties and approved by the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, and that, if either party refuses to renew such con- 
tract, or if the parties fail to agree as to the conditions of such renewal, 
then the Town may purchase all the rights of the Company within the 
Town limits in all matters and things under contract, and in all 
apparatus and property situated within the Town limits for the purpose 
of supplying gas to the inhabitants of the Town for such price and on 
such terms as may be agreed upon with the Company, or failing such 
agreement, then for such price and on such terms as may be fixed by 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners on the application of either 
of the parties hereto, but nothing shall be claimed by or paid to the 
Company for any and all franchise or franchises received frorn the Town. 
But this clause shall not be taken or read as referring to any property 
or apparatus forming part of the plant used in connection with the 
supplying of natural gas to other cities, towns, villages or municipaiities. 

14. The Town consents to the exercise within the Town by the 
Company and its successors and assigns, of the powers which may be 
exercised by a company with the consent of the municipality under 
the sections pursuant to the provisions of the Water, Gas, Electric and 
Telephone Companies Act. 

15. During the term of this agreement, or any renewal or renewals 
thereof, the Company will pay to the Town in lieu of any taxation upon 
its plant, equipment and pipe lines in the Town used in connection with 
the transmission, distribution, delivery or measurement of natural gas 
in or through the Town, each and every year five (5%) per cent of 
the gross receipts of the Company derived from the sale of natural gas 
within the Town. The Town agrees that in consideration of such pay- 
ments, it will not during the period or periods above mentioned, assess 
for taxation or tax all or any part of the said property, plant, equip- 
ment and pipe lines. 

16. This agrement shall enure to the benefit of and shall be 
binding upon the successors and assigns of each of the parties hereto.
